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Preface. 

Early in 1899 the National Educational Association issued 
an important circular on the relation of public libraries and 
public schools. From this circular we quote the following: 
**There should be most cordial relations between the school 
and the library. The librarian should know the school and its 
work, in a general way, as a very important part of his work, 
just as the teacher should know the library and its methods 
as a part of her work . . . The children should have free access 
to the library shelves. The community should be led to re- 
gard the librat) as a necessary part of a system of public edu- 
cation, just as essential as the common school. If it is the 
duty of the state to see that its citizens know how to read, it 
is certainly none the less its duty to see that they are so train- 
ed that the ability to read will be a blessing rather than a 
curse. A free public library is the adult's common school. 
Pupils should know what a library is, what it contains, and 
how to use it. A child can no more be wisely left to get his 
knowledge and taste for literature by himself than to get his 
mathematical or scientific training in the same way. Children 
must be trained to use the library as they are trained to do 
other things. Pupils should learn to read with economy of 
time by making use of page headings, tables of contents, re- 
views, Poole's Index, card catalogues and other helps. The 
• destiny of a child is not affected by the ability to read, but 
by the use he makes of that ability. . .The school trains for a 
few years, the library for a life time . . . The ability to read is 
merely a means to an end." 



Long before this circular was issued the Pittsburgh schools 
and the Carnegie Library had endeavored in various ways to 
bring the school children into closer touch with good books. 

The Library was opened to the public in November, 1895; 
and as soon as there were enough books to justify it, arrange- 
ments were made to send collections of one or two hundred 
volumes to several of the schools, where the books were is- 
sued under the direction of the teacher. The demand in- 
creased till the Library found it could no longer be met from 
the shelves of the regular loan collection. The books the 
schools needed most were those which were so popular that 
they were rarely on the shelves. In December, 1898, the 
Library set apart, for school use only, a collection of dupli- 
cates of the most attractive books, suitable for children. 
From three to four thousand volumes from this School 
Duplicate collection have been in active use in the schools of 
the city for the past two school years. Last year the circula- 
tion in the schools, from this collection, was over 31,000. 

At the invitation of the Principals* Association the libra- 
rian addressed the members at their meeting in December, 
1899, ^^^ urged that steps be taken to have the work of the 
Library with the schools more thoroughly organized and 
systemized. The principals were not less eager than the 
librarian to have this done, and a committee was at once ap- 
pointed to co-operate with the librarian and his assistants in 
the oreparation of a carefully selected and graded list of 
books most suitable for school use, apart from the ordinary 
textbooks. To the general committee were added nine sub- 
committees to cover the following subjects: Nature, 
Geography, History, Language, General literature. Art, 
Kindergarten, Pedagogy and High School reading. Elach 
of the nine committees submitted a graded list covering^ its 
special field, and with the exception of the language list, the 
classification in the catalogue conforms to the divisions made 
by the committee. With the approval of the chairman of the 



Language committee the language list has been otherwise 
disposed. In the first eight grades the books have been 
classified under the four subjects, Nature, Geography, de- 
scription and travel. History and biog^phy, and General 
literature. Instead of making a separate language sub-di- 
vision, all books having generally recognized literary value 
have been marked with an asterisk. This has seemed the 
better arrangement, since books whose value is obviously in 
connection with the nature, history, or geography divisions 
may also stand out from the others of their class as examples 
of good English. The Art, Pedagogy and Kindergarten 
lists are arranged in one straight alphabet by authors, with 
no sub-divisions. 

The whole loan collection at the Central Library is sub- 
ject to call from the High School, which, for convenience, 
has been designated as the 9th grade. The list for this 
grade is in no sense a well-balanced selection, as it simply in- 
cludes the books already in the School Duplicate collection, 
which are suitable for High School use, together with a few 
books particularly requested by principals and teachers. 

In the selection of books to be included, teachers, au- 
thorities on special subjects and g^ded lists from other 
libraries and schools have been consulted, and especial atten- 
tion has been paid to the choice of editions and to illustra- 
tions. 

The title and annotation of each book is repeated in every 
grade to which the index assigns it. This arrangement has 
added greatly to the size of the catalogue as well as to the 
labor of preparing it, but it enables the teachers to use each 
grade as a complete list without referring elsewhere for the 
annotations. The arrangement was adopted upon the sug- 
gestion of the committee in order to make the use of the 
catalogue as easy as possible for the teachers. There has 
been no attempt to furnish anything in the nature of regular 

supplementary reading as a part of the routine school work. 
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The aim has been, rather, to provide collateral reading, his- 
tory, biography, travel, adventure, simple science and ffood 
fiction to be used in the schoolroom and sent into the homes 
of the children. It is hoped that the annotations, which are 
made for the teachers, and from their standpoint, may help 
them in guiding the children in their choice of books, and in 
fitting the right book to the right child. 

Grateful acknowledgment is made to the various sources 
of help, too numerous to mention, which have been consulted 
in preparing the annotations. Too much cannot be said in 
praise of the labor of the committee of the Principals' As- 
sociation. Its members, whose names are printed elsewhere, 
have taken up the work with an enthusiasm which augurs 
well for its success.
